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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed method for the refining 2,6-naphthalene dicarboxylic acid is neither 
disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Hashimoto et al (US 
5,859,294 01-1999). Hashimoto teaches (Column 14, lines 24-43) a method for the 
refining 2,6-naphthalene dicarboxylic acid that is similar to the instantly claimed 
method except that a protic polar solvent selected from the group consisting of an 
alcohol, water, and a mixture thereof, and an acetate are employed for the 
recrystallization of the intermediate amine salt while Hashimoto teaches crystallizing 
the crude naphthalene dicarboxylic acid amine salt from mixed solvents of water with 
an aliphatic ketone, alicyclic ketone or an acetonitrile. Hashimoto neither discloses 
nor fairly suggests the use of a recrystallization solvent selected from the group 
consisting of an alcohol, water, and a mixture thereof, and an acetate. The instantly 
claimed process is therefore patentable over the teaching of Hashimoto, the closest 
prior art
